This past year has marked the passing of a significant number of our community’s 
leaders. We all should mourn their loss because much of Amherst’s richness is a result of 
their hard work and love for their community. We are all richer for their having been 
Amherst residents and we will enjoy their efforts for years to come. 

Betty and Bill Arnold, as they were known, epitomized the volunteerism and 
forward thinking that will make Amherst a better place to live for generations. In 
addition to serving on nearly every board in town, they set a standard for local 
conservation principles and future planning. In addition, they provided the land off 
Route 101 that now hosts our transfer station. 

Jean Crocker, an Amherst native, demonstrated her pride in our local heritage by 
volunteering countless hours documenting and preserving Amherst’s rich heritage. She 
will also be remembered as a teacher, scout leader, church leader, Mom. And there is no 
one who has lived in Amherst the past fifty years whose life was not directly touched by 
her husband, Richard “Red” Crocker. As Public Works Director and volunteer fireman 
for decades, he literally took care of us all. 

Francis Perry, a four-term selectman and school district moderator, continued to 
keep his finger and guiding hand on the town long after he “stepped down”. He was 
always the one to call on when a job needed to be done. Lou Heaton was also an active 
participant in local politics and a major proponent of youth sports. As an example of that 
commitment, the pond in his back yard was always open to the skaters in winter, 
especially if it meant a pickup game of hockey. 

Harold Wilkins came from a long line of Amherst community leaders and served 
on numerous boards. He will best be remembered perhaps by his commitment to open 
space long before it became fashionable. 

Thornton Stearns helped carry the flag of preservation during Amherst’s years 
of rapid growth in the 1960’s and 70’s. He spent many years volunteering on the 
fledgling Conservation Commission. 

This is only a brief snapshot of some of Amherst’s leaders whom we’ve recently 
lost. They shared a dedication and commitment to our town that has largely made it the 
place we all appreciate and call home. We are only the poorer for their passing if a new 
generation of volunteers doesn’t continue with the same passion and effort.

You are hereby notified that the Annual Meeting of the Town of Amherst will be 
held, in accordance with “Senate Bill 2” (NH RSA 40:13). The first session, to 
transact all business other than voting, is on Wednesday, February 9, 2005 at 
7:00 p.m. at the Souhegan High School Auditorium. The second session, voting 
by official ballot at the polls is on Tuesday, March 8, 2005 at the Souhegan High 
School from 6:00 a.m. to 8:00 p.m. 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing terms as 
follows: 

1 Selectman for 3 Years 

1 Town Clerk for 3 Years 

2 Library Trustees for 3 Years 

2 Zoning Board of Adjustment Members for 3 Years 

1 Trustee of the Trust Funds for 3 Years

1 Checklist Supervisor for 1 Year 


Article 2: (Open Space Land Bond) To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate, the sum of five million five hundred thousand dollars ($5,500,000) 
for the purchase of open space lands or other property interests and to authorize 
the issuance of not more than $5,500,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with 
the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the 
Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate 
of interest thereon; furthermore, to authorize the Selectmen to acquire said 
property exercising their authority under RSA 41:14-a, including the requirement 
for at least two (2) public hearings prior to binding the town to any such 
purchase, and, further, that the amount raised and appropriated herein may be 
used to defray the costs attributable to due diligence inspections, title search 
charges, closing costs and other similar charges associated with any such 
acquisition. These funds may only be expended to meet conservation and 
passive recreation needs, except that an amount no greater than 15 percent (or 
$825,000) of said $5,500,000 may be expended to acquire open space lands to 
meet active recreation needs, if suitable parcels become available, The 
authorization to borrow provided hereunder shall not lapse until five (5) years 
from the date of the passage of this article. 3/5 Ballot Vote Required. 

Ways and Means 
supports this article by a vote of 7 to 0.) 


Estimated Tax Increase: Up to 44 cents per thousand (20 year bond). 


Article 3: (Baboosic Lake Bond) To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of three hundred sixty five thousand three hundred twenty 
two dollars ($365,322) to construct Phase | of the Baboosic Lake Community 
Septic System, one hundred fifty nine thousand nine hundred ninety three 
(159,993) will be provided by a New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services Watershed Restoration Grant, $73,064 or 20% is to be provided from 
the State of New Hampshire State Aid Grant and to authorize the issuance of 
bonds or notes of not more than $132,265 in accordance with the provisions of 
the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon and a 
term not to exceed ten (10) years.

Article 4: (Tanker Replacement Bond) To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Three Hundred Thousand and 00/100 ($300,000) Dollars, 
to purchase a Fire Department Tanker Truck and to authorize the issuance of not 
more than $300,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon; 
payable over a term of ten years. 3/5 Ballot Vote Required.

current fiscal year, such sum representing the additional costs attributable to the 
increase in salaries and benefits over those of the appropriation at current 
staffing levels paid in the prior fiscal year.

Article 9: (Town Hall First Floor Office Renovation) To see if the Town will 
raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred sixty thousand dollars ($160,000) 
for the continuing reconstruction of the Amherst Town Hall to include interior 
structural and office improvements and fixtures. This will be a non-lapsing 
appropriation per RSA 32:7, VI and will not lapse until the project is completed or 
by June 30, 2007, whichever is sooner.

One Hundred Forty Five Thousand and 00/100 
($145,000) Dollars to be raised by general taxation and the additional amount of 
One Hundred Thousand and 00/100 ($100,000) Dollars to be contributed by the 
Souhegan Regional Landfill District.

Article 19 (ZA No. 2): ARTICLE IV, Section 4-3, Residential / Rural Zone,

CHANGE: 2. Except in the Historical District, Each structure shall be set 
back at least fifteen+45) twenty-five (25) feet from the side and rear property 
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lines. In the case of corner property, this distance shall be increased to thirty{39) 
fifty (50) feet on that side bordering a street, lane, or public way. (3-12-63) 


CHANGE: 3. Any accessory buildings shall be set back at least fiteen+{45) 
twenty (20) feet from side and rear lot lines and at least thitty-{39) fifty (50) feet 
from the front lot line and not exceed twenty-two (22) feet in height. The height 
requirement may be waived for farm structures. (3-12-63) 3-10-87 


ADD: 4. Inthe Historic District, a new structure shall be at least twenty 

20) feet from the side and rear property lines or no closer than twenty-five 
(25) feet from the principal structure on any abutting lot, whichever is 
greater. 


Article 20 (ZA No. 3): ARTICLE IV, Section 4-5, Northern Rural Zone, C. Yard 
Requirements: 


CHANGE: 2. Each structure shall be set back at least thirtty-{38) forty (40) feet 
from the side and rear lot lines. In the case of corner property, this distance shall 
be increased to fifty (50) feet on that side bordering a street, lane or public way.

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AMENDMENTS TO THE WARRANT ARTICLES 
AS VOTED ON AT THE DELIBERATIVE SESSION 
FEBRUARY 9, 2005 


Article 9: (Town Hall First Floor Office Renovation) To see if the Town will 
raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred sixty-theusand eighty five 
thousand dollars $460,690} ($185,000) for the continuing reconstruction of the 
Amherst Town Hall to include interior structural and office improvements and 
fixtures. This will be a non-lapsing appropriation per RSA 32:7, VI and will not 
lapse until the project is completed or by June 30, 2007, whichever is sooner. 
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Town of Amherst Ways and Means Committee Report 
for the Amherst Town Deliberative Session February, 2005 


The Amherst Town Ways and Means Committee would like to express its thanks for the 
support the Selectmen, the town administrator, selectmen’s assistant, and all of the 
town department heads have given the Ways and Means Committee during this budget 
cycle. 


The Ways and Means Committee continues to support the open environment that the 
Selectmen have taken towards the development of the town operating budget and other 
warrant articles. This approach involves the Town Ways and Means Committee in all 
aspects of budget development. The committee has been an integral part of the 
process from the time the budget target was established in September 2004 through the 
period when budget and warrants were voted on by the Selectmen in January 2005. 
The committee had ample access to the Selectmen, Town Administrator and Town 
Department Heads throughout this process. 


The Ways and Means committee applauds the efforts of the town administrator and 
selectmen in finding innovative approaches to improving the efficiency of the town 
government. The Board of Selectmen has met the challenge of providing consistent or 
improved service to the citizens of Amherst, a fair and equitable wage to its employees, 
while holding tax increases to levels that are consistent with the cost of living increases. 


After careful consideration of the Town operating budget and the other warrant articles, 
the Town Ways and Means Committee is prepared to make the following 
recommendations: 


Article 2: (Open Space Land Bond) To see if the Town will raise and appropriate, 
the sum of five million five hundred thousand dollars ($5,500,000) for the 
purchase of open space lands or other property interests and to authorize the 
issuance of not more than $5,500,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with the 
provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Selectmen 
to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest 
thereon; furthermore, to authorize the Selectmen to acquire said property 
exercising their authority under RSA 41:14-a, including the requirement for at 
least two (2) public hearings prior to binding the town to any such purchase, and, 
further, that the amount raised and appropriated herein may be used to defray 
the costs attributable to due diligence inspections, title search charges, closing 
costs and other similar charges associated with any such acquisition. These 
funds may only be expended to meet conservation and passive recreation needs, 
except that an amount no greater than 15 percent (or $825,000) of said $5,500,000 
may be expended to acquire open space lands to meet active recreation needs, if 
suitable parcels become available, The authorization to borrow provided 
hereunder shall not lapse until five (5) years from the date of the passage of this 
article. 3/5 Ballot Vote Required. 
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The Ways and Means Committee supports this article with a vote of 7 in favor and 
none opposed. 


The Ways and Means Committee feels that in addition to the direct benefits of 
conservation and recreation land, purchasing this land insures that it will not be 
developed, thus avoiding adverse cost impacts of additional pressure on the Town’s 
infrastructure, including the schools. 


The Amherst Open Space committee and the Amherst Conservation Commission have 
done a lot of preparation in regard to this warrant article. The warrant article provides 
for the involvement of the citizens of Amherst through two public hearings which are to 
be conducted prior to the purchase of any property. 


Article 3: (Baboosic Lake Bond) To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of three hundred sixty five thousand three hundred twenty 
two dollars ($365,322) to construct Phase I of the Baboosic Lake Community 
Septic System, one hundred fifty nine thousand nine hundred ninety three 
(159,993) will be provided by a New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services Watershed Restoration Grant, $73,064 or 20% is to be provided from the 
State of New Hampshire State Aid Grant and to authorize the issuance of bonds 
or notes of not more than $132,265 in accordance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon and a 
term not to exceed ten (10) years. No dollars will be raised through taxation and 
any cost associated with this project will be assessed in accordance with RSA 
149:1-7. 3/5 Ballot Vote Required. 


The Ways and Means committee supports this article with a vote of 7 in favor and none 
opposed. 


The Ways and Means committee strongly supports this warrant. No taxpayer funding is 
required. This community septic system will benefit the entire town by improving the 
water quality of Baboosic Lake. All of the funding will come from the persons whose 
land benefits from the septic system 


Article 4: (Tanker Replacement Bond) To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Three Hundred Thousand and 00/100 ($300,000) Dollars, 
to purchase a Fire Department Tanker Truck and to authorize the issuance of not 
more than $300,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon; 
payable over a term of ten years. (3/5 ballot vote required) 
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The Ways and Means Committee supports this article with a vote of 7 in favor and 
none opposed. 


The Ways and Means Committee recognizes that the current Fire Department Tanker 
has past its useful life and must be replaced to maintain the high quality of service 
provided by our Fire Department. The Fire Department has looked for and 
recommended the most cost effective replacement Tanker Truck. 


Article 5: (Fire Department Capital Reserve) In the event that the Town fails to 
approve Article 4, above, (Tanker Replacement Bond), to see if the Town will raise 
and appropriate the sum One Hundred Thousand and 00/100 ($100,000), Dollars, 
to be placed into the existing Fire Apparatus Fund Capital Reserve Account. 


The Ways and Means Committee supports this article with a vote of 5 in favor and 
none opposed (2 members absent). 


Because of the anticipated bond for the Tanker Truck, no provision was included in this 
year’s operating budget for adding to the existing Fire Apparatus Fund Capital Reserve 
Account. In general the Ways and Means Committee supports the existence and use of 
Capital reserve funds as an effective means of funding large capital items, especially 
during periods of high interest rates. The Ways and Means Committee supports the 
addition to the Fire Truck Apparatus Fund Capital Reserve Account as a means for 
funding a future replacement of the Tanker in the event that Article 4 fails approval. 


Article 6: (Operating Budget) To see if the Town will raise and appropriate as an 
operating budget, not including appropriations by special warrant articles and 
other appropriations voted separately, the amounts set forth on the budget 
posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the 
purposes set forth herein, totaling $7,677,763. Should this article be defeated, the 
operating budget shall be $7,420,915.28 which is the same as last year, with 
certain adjustments required by previous action of the Town or by law, the 
governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X 
and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. This article does 
not include any other appropriation. 


The Ways and Means Committee supports this article with a vote of 7 in favor and 
none opposed. 


There has been a lot of discussion and cooperation between the town departments to 
look at how the town can more efficiently provide the same level of town services at a 
lower cost. This has allowed the Selectmen to keep the budget within their stated target 
for FY2005. 
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The Amherst Town Ways and Means Committee has been very involved in the budget 
process since the very beginning back in September 2004. We have met with the 
Selectmen, Town Administrator and all of the Department Heads several times and 
have gone over each line item in the budget multiple times. After several iterations, the 
Selectmen were able to achieve their stated target and the committee supports this 
budget. 


Although the gross budget increase of 5.5% exceeded the target established in 
September, the Ways and Means Committee recognizes that portions of this budget 
generate operating revenues (fees and other income) and this income should be 
considered into the overall formulation. A conservative projection of Operating Revenue 
increases for 2006 reduces the effect of the net budget increase to the taxpayers to less 
than 3.6%, which is within the target established in September. 


Article 7: (DPW Union) To see if the Town will vote to approve the cost items 
included in the collective bargaining agreement reached between the Selectmen 
and the Teamster’s Union (Department of Public Works Union) and further to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $50,775 for the current fiscal year, such sum 
representing the additional costs attributable to the increase in salaries and 


benefits over those of the appropriation at current staffing levels paid in the prior 
fiscal year. 


The Ways and Means Committee supports this article with a vote of 7 in favor and 
none opposed. 


The Selectmen and the Teamster’s Union have worked to come up with an agreement 
that is both fair to the Town and to the unionized Department of Public Works 
employees. Approving this ratifies the work previously done and shows support for 
these employees. 


Article 8: (Police Union) To see if the Town will vote to approve the cost items 
included in the collective bargaining agreement reached between the Selectmen 
and the American Federation of State, County & Municipal Employees Union 
(Police Union) and further to raise and appropriate the sum of $77,635 for the 
current fiscal year, such sum representing the additional costs attributable to the 


increase in salaries and benefits over those of the appropriation at current 
staffing levels paid in the prior fiscal year 


The Ways and Means Committee supports this article with a vote of 7 in favor and 
none opposed. 


The Selectmen and the American Federation of State, County & Municipal Employees 
Union have worked to come up with an agreement that is both fair to the Town and to 
the unionized Police employees. Approving this ratifies the work previously done and 
shows support for these employees. 
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Article 9: (Town Hall First Floor Office Renovation) To see if the Town will raise 
and appropriate the sum of one hundred sixty thousand dollars ($160,000) for the 
continuing reconstruction of the Amherst Town Hall to include interior structural 
and office improvements and fixtures. This wili be a non-lapsing appropriation 
per RSA 32:7, VI and will not lapse until the project is completed or by June 30, 
2007, whichever is sooner 


The Ways and Means Committee supports this article with a vote of 7 in favor and 
none opposed. 


The Ways and Means Committee supports this article which will bring to a close this 
phase of a multi-year renovation and restoration of the town hall project by completing 
the public areas of the facility. Although a final phase to complete landscaping and 
exterior maintenance items remains and is planned in the future, this warrant article 
finalizes the internal renovations and will bring the town hall to a fully functional facility. 


Article 10: (Capital Reserve Fire/Brush Truck Purchase) To see if the Town will 
appropriate the sum of Forty Three thousand five hundred dollars ($43,500) for 
the purpose of purchasing a pickup/brush fire fighting vehicle for the Fire 
Department and authorize the withdrawal from the Capital Reserves Fire 
Apparatus Fund established for this purpose. 


The Ways and Means Committee supports this article with a vote of 7 in favor and 
none opposed. 


The purchase of this vehicle is fully funded from the Fire Apparatus Capital Reserve 
fund. By purchasing this vehicle the Fire Department will be able to consolidate the 
functions currently being performed by two separate aging vehicles, resulting in a net 
reduction in overall operating expenses. 


Article 11: (Capital Reserve DPW Truck Purchase) To see if the Town will 
appropriate the sum of seventy three thousand dollars ($73,000 for the purpose of 
purchasing a one-ton four season truck replacing a three-quarter ton pickup truck 
for the Department of Public Works and authorize the withdrawal from the Capital 
Reserve Highway Vehicle Fund established for this purpose. 


The Ways and Means Committee supports this article with a vote of 7 in favor and 
none opposed. 


This vehicle is fully funded by the Capital Reserve fund and replaces a limited use aged 
vehicle with a truck that can serve multiple uses supporting highway department needs 
on a year round basis. This truck is also equipped with liquid de-icing equipment which 
will allow greater use of this form of de-icing in the winter, reducing the town’s 
dependence on salt during the winter. 
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Article 12: (Repair and Replace DPW tank apron and pumps) To see if the Town 
will raise and appropriate the sum of sixty one thousand two hundred dollars 
($61,200) to be used to replace the concrete apron protecting the underground 
fuel storage tanks located at the Highway Department and to replace the thirty- 
year old gasoline and diesel dispensing pumps at the same location. 


The Ways and Means Committee supports this article with a vote of 7 in favor and 
none opposed. 


The replacement pumps will allow improved monitoring and tracking of fuel usage for 
the town. Additionally, the new pumps include improved filtration which will reduce 
vehicle maintenance costs arising from contaminated fuel. The fuel aprons themselves 
are in serious need of repair due to cracking which constitutes a potential environmental 
risk. 


Article 13: (Landfill Improvements) To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Hundred Forty Five Thousand Dollars ($245,000), (Gross Budget), 
to be used to construct an exit on Route 101, and construct a new drop-off and 
collection area. One Hundred Forty Five Thousand and 00/100 ($145,000) Dollars 
to be raised by general taxation and the additional amount of One Hundred 
Thousand and 00/100 ($100,000) Dollars to be contributed by the Souhegan 
Regional Landfill District. 


The Ways and Means Committee supports this article with a vote of 7 in favor and 
none opposed. 


This Warrant Article constitutes the first phase of what is envisioned to be a multi-year 
program to upgrade Amherst Transfer Station. These improvements will improve the 
ability to deal with the increased traffic at the transfer station, and facilitate greater 
recycling by improving access and reducing congestion. In addition to reducing the 
environmental burden, increasing recycling has the added: benefit of bringing in 
additional revenue through sale of recyclable materials. 


Article 14: (Baboosic Lake Dock Replacement) To see if the Town will raise and 
appropriate the sum of twenty one thousand dollars ($21,000) to be used to 
replace wooden docks with aluminum ones at Baboosic Lake Park. 


The Ways and Means Committee supports this article with a vote of 5 in favor and two 
opposed. 


The Ways and Means Committee recognizes the recreational value of Baboosic Lake to 


the town of Amherst and neighboring communities. The current docks are in disrepair 
and replacing the docks will improve the ability to offer additional activities at the lake. 
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The members opposing this Warrant Article agree with the objective of improving the 
facility, but would like to see this project included as part of a comprehensive 
recreational plan from the Recreation Committee. The net tax burden resulting from 
incremental projects such as this might be reduced through fees and other sources. 


Article 15: (Home Health & Hospice Care Request) To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate ten thousand one hundred six dollars ($10,106) to support 
Home Health & Hospice Care to allow them to continue to provide free care to 
residents of Amherst. 


The Ways and Means Committee supports this article with a vote of 7 in favor and 
none opposed. 


The Ways and Means Committee recognizes the importance of the services provided 
by Home Health and Hospice Care and unanimously supports this request.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Many exciting things are happening in Amherst this year as a result of a lot of forward- 
looking employees and volunteers in town government. 


The most significant of these is the opening of our own twenty four hour per day dispatch 
center located at the police station. The Board of Selectmen challenged our Town 
Administrator and Department Heads to find a solution to the problems we have been 
having over the years with the regional dispatch service in Milford which we have been 
using for many years. They put their collective heads together and came up with a plan 
that provides our town with better service, direct control, and at a substantially lower 
cost. Sounds too good to be true, but it is! 


Several committees of citizen volunteers have been appointed by the Selectmen and they 
have come up with some great solutions to long-standing issues. These are all very real 
efforts that will add great value to the services the town provides to its citizens. 


e The Landfill Committee has developed a plan to rebuild the Transfer Station in a 
way that will make traffic flow better, provide one stop disposal of all your trash, 
and substantially increase recycling, which will pay for the project in only a few 
years. Article 13 on this year’s Warrant provides funding for the first two of four 
phases of this plan. We hope phases three and four will be completed in 2006. 

e The Recreation Re-organization Committee has developed a new way to 
address the recreation needs of the whole community, with maintenance and 
capital costs assessed fairly to all participants. This effort will be jump-started this 
year with the building of a new outdoor field complex next to the Middle School 
thanks to a generous donation from Enterprise Rent-a-Car. 

e The Capital Improvement Plan Committee is developing a database of capital 
needs for the town and schools for the next ten years as well as a plan to stabilize 
the tax rate over the same time period. This plan will also assist the Planning 
Board in implementing impact fees to development that causes additional need for 
capital spending by the town and schools. 

e The Open Space Advisory Committee is developing a plan to maintain the 
character of our town by buying strategic parcels of land that would otherwise fall 
to development. Article 2 on this year’s Warrant provides funding over an 
expected five year period for this critical effort. 

e The Communications Infrastructure Committee is working on multiple fronts 
to provide the citizens of Amherst better communications. They are leading the 
effort to re-negotiate the contract the Town has with Adelphia. They are looking 
at several alternative communication systems including a fiber optic link to every 
home and business in Amherst. They have also designed a video taping system to 
broadcast town and school meetings on the Adelphia cable system. 
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Another exciting change is the renovations to the Town Hall. In September, we had a 
grand opening of the new elevator and handicapped access facilities added to the Town 
Hall. We are now in the process of upgrading the mechanical and electrical infrastructure 
in the Town Hall and Article 9 on this year’s Warrant will fund continuing reconstruction 
of the interior space, specifically on the first floor. We owe a debt of gratitude to Bob 
Jackson and Rolf Biggers,.two architects who live in Amherst, whose vision and 
professional help have made the rehabilitation of this historic building a reality. 


Article 3 on this year’s Warrant is to enable the funding of a municipal septic system at 
Baboosic Lake. This project is a BIG DEAL. For 50 years we have been looking for a 
way to address the pollution problem at Baboosic Lake. New technologies and the 
availability of town land now promise to bring a solution. There is no tax impact; the 
bond payments will be paid for entirely by the users. 


The most important Warrant Article is the operating budget. This year we are asking our 
taxpayers to appropriate $7,677,762.67. That is a gross increase of $402,981.72 over last 
year (5.5%). After revenues are considered, the net taxable increase is 3.62% over last 
year. When increases in taxable property are considered, we expect the actual tax rate to 
increase about 1.62% as a result of this budget. Much of the increase is related to 
employee costs, including wages and insurance. We have worked diligently to keep these 
to a reasonable level and we are utilizing contract services where appropriate to keep 
employee cost increases in check. We face health insurance increases of 20%, but are in 
the process of renegotiating them down to 8%. Fuel costs are skyrocketing for us just as 
they have for everyone else. The Board of Selectmen feel this budget is responsible to the 
taxpayers and preserves the level of services provided to our citizens. 


Finally, we urge all of citizens to visit the Town web site at www.amherstnh. gov. It has 
been completely re-designed and gives our citizens access to almost everything going on 
in town government.

Amherst Police Department 


The Amherst Police Department had a very productive year in 2004. For the first time 
in many years the Department operated with a full staff of personnel, which facilitated 
many positive improvements in the service the Department provided to the community. 
Providing quality service to the citizens is a focal point in the mission of the Amherst 
Police Department. Beyond delivering superior service, it is also vital that the 
Department be vigilant for new programs to meet the needs of the community, as well 
as ensuring that existing programs continue to be productive in meeting those needs. 


The year 2004 saw the Department add two new programs in an effort to be more 
proactive. The first addition was a Police Bicycle Patrol program. The Department was 
able to create a new program utilizing existing funds, as well as donations, to address 
several problematic areas in town. The program utilized the Middle School Resource 
Officer during summer vacation, as well as a part-time officer, to aggressively patrol 
specific areas of town that presented challenges to standard patrol practices. The 
program had a good first year, and further development, as well as refinement, will 
make it an effective, efficient addition to the Department. The second new program 
was the addition of a School Resource Officer (SRO) at Souhegan High. An additional 
position was created at the request of the Souhegan School District to place a full-time 
SRO at the school. This out of the budget cycle request was made by the school to 
assist in addressing a large, underserved portion of our population. Approved by the 
Board of Selectmen with the understanding that it would be funded by the Souhegan 
School District for the 2004 school year, this position was filled in September 2004 by 
an existing Amherst officer, and the program is off to a great start. The Department 
has a United States Department of Justice - Office of COPS grant pending to fund a 
significant portion of this position for three years. Pending a decision on the grant, the 
Board of Selectmen and the School Board, in a collaborative effort, have agreed to 
share the costs of the position in the next budget. 


As 2004 came to a close, the Department was able to fill its last vacancy, an additional 
investigator position that had been budgeted to commence in September. A new 
officer will complete the police academy in early spring of 2005, allowing the 
department to assign an officer to focus on follow-up and specialized investigations. In 
addition, the Department was able to return to our organizational structure by 
promoting two officers within the patrol division. In April, Officer James Brace was 
promoted to Sergeant, and is now a patrol supervisor. In December, Sergeant Mark 
Reams was promoted to Lieutenant, and is now in charge of the Operations component 
of the Department. 


In viewing statistics for 2004, the Department saw many favorable improvements. The 
number of miles the officers patrolled town roads was up significantly, reflecting the 
return to normal staffing levels. This statistic is critical in that patrol visibility is the 
backbone of our traffic safety and crime reduction programs. In regard to traffic safety, 
the Department made a commitment to address the increasing number of motor vehicle 
crashes, as well as the large number of citizen complaints concerning inappropriate 
driving. This led to a 35% increase in motor vehicle contacts. The end result was a 7% 
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reduction in the number of crashes, with the number of personal injury crashes being at 
a five year low. In addition, citizen complaints in this area dropped by 10%. Although 
the number of arrests made by the Department increased dramatically, rising by 51%, 
the total number of crimes remained static, with only thefts and assaults showing 
significant increases. Much of the increase in theft reports can be attributed to the 
expanding activity in the commercial areas of town. In regard to the assaults, the great 
majority of the reports involve individuals known to each other, frequently in domestic 
situations. Those types of incidents are not usually affected or reduced by a visible 
patrol presence. 


During the fourth quarter of 2004, the Department began implementing two major 
systems which will dramatically alter and improve the way service is provided to the 
town. The Amherst Public Safety Communications Center, which began operation at 
the end of the year, will provide emergency communications services to the town. The 
Center will address many of the interoperability issues our emergency services 
previously faced, as well as provide a higher level of service to the community. In 
conjunction with the new center, the Department is updating their records management 
software to a more powerful system that provides greater resources to the personnel. 
The amount of information readily available to dispatchers and officers will increase 
efficiency, as well as officer safety. As with any major change, these improvements 
have taken a great deal of hard work and patience from all employees, which has led 
to the early success of both these monumental projects. 


The Department continues to review existing programs, research new ones, as well as 
explore options involving regionalizing some specialized functions. As the town grows 
and the world changes, it becomes even more important to heed our mission statement 
by “maintain(ing) a vision for the future which is steeped in a tradition of excellence”. 
The goal of delivering this level of excellence must be done in the most frugal manner, 
so as to have the least impact possible on the tax rate. The balancing act of 
maintaining the quality of life within the Town of Amherst at a reasonable cost will 
continue to be a major challenge. 


The Department truly seeks to be an integral, responsive component of the community 
that helps guide what Amherst will be. One of our goals is to always have a clear 
understanding of what the community needs and wants. You can help us meet that 
goal by offering your input to any of our employees, or by mail, email, or telephone. In 
addition, we remind you to take ownership in the type of community Amherst is by 
reporting any suspicious or unsafe activity you may witness. The success we have in 
maintaining the quality of life in Amherst is directly related to your involvement. 


In closing, we would like to thank the other town departments, boards, and employees 
for their assistance over the year. The sense of teamwork within the town contributes 
greatly to the high level of service provided to the citizens. In addition, the Department 
expresses its appreciation for all the support, shown in so many ways, provided by the 
townspeople. We look forward to, once again, earning your trust and respect in the 
coming year.

AMHERST EMS 


The Amherst Department of Emergency Medical Services mission is to provide the 
highest quality, cost effective Basic and Advanced Life Support Emergency Medical 
Services, for the communities of Amherst and Mont Vernon. In addition to emergency 
medical transportation, the department has created the Amherst Academy of EMS. The 
Amherst Academy of EMS provides a variety of in-house Advanced Life Support and 
Basic Life Support EMS Education. During this past year the Academy has focused on 
Chemical & Biological Response Preparedness. 


Director Brian Gleason manages Amherst EMS and the Academy. Amherst EMS is 
currently made up of approximately 20 EMT’s, 8 EMT-Intermediates, 10 Paramedics, 1 
Paramedic Student and 9 Explorers and 1 Responders. 


Our station is located on the lower level of Police Headquarters and is comprised of a 
complete living quarters, academic training center and vehicle storage facility. Our Fleet 
includes two 2001 Ford F-350 4X4 Emergency Ambulances, a 1996 Chevy Blazer 4X4 
Paramedic Response Vehicle donated by TALARICO DEALERSHIPS and a 1996 Chevy 
Blazer 4X4 Directors Incident Command Vehicle. 


During 2003 - 2004, Amherst responded to the needs of approximately 575 patients. 


Amherst EMS cares for our community 24 hours a day, seven days a week. Each 
Amherst EMS member makes a major commitment to our community, spending on 
average, approximately 48-72 hours a month on call and ready to respond to any 
emergency. Amherst EMS crewmembers undergo regular training in all aspects of 
emergency medical treatment and are required to complete continuing education courses 
in order to meet state and national EMT licensing requirements.

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Town Report, 2004-05 
Amherst Department of Public Works 


Highway Department 
Major Projects 


In the spring of 2004, heavy rains washing 
through a five foot culvert on New Boston 
Road removed some of the road base. This 
required emergency repairs and as a 
precaution, we posted the road six ton legal 
limit. The water flow and spanned distance 
met the definition of a bridge by the State of 
New Hampshire. 


The state defines a bridge as a structure 
spanning a distance of ten or more feet. 
Amherst has _ fifteen such _ structures. 
Following New Hampshire state guidelines, 
Amherst qualifies for eighty percent 


reimbursement for the cost of this project. The down side is without this project being part of the 
State’s ten year planning process the eighty percent State share may be reimbursed sometime in 
the next six years if their funding appropriations are not reduced. This resulted in transferring 
$100,000 out of the road paving budget line to fund the total bridge project. 


We tasked CLD Engineers to measure the 
hydraulic calculation of the culvert. Those 
calculations showed a larger capacity 
culvert was warranted. 


This project took months of planning and 
required the approval of Amherst 
Conservation Commission, the inlet side 
abutting landowners, State Wetlands 
Board, Environmental Protection Agency, 
and Army Corp of Engineers. Town staff 
managed the project under the guidance of 
CLD Engineers. The Amherst Department 
of Public Works appreciates the 
cooperation of everyone during the period 
of inconvenience. 


Between the unexpected bridge project, and the thirty percent increase cost of winter salt, our 
Georgetown and Williamsburg reconstruction project went from a two to a three year plan. 
Georgetown Drive, due to its steep grade, was the only road paved in the fall of 2004. 


We appreciate the patience that Georgetown 
Drive residents displayed during and after the 
March 2004 rains, as Mother Nature attempted 
to undo one construction seasons worth of hard 
work. Throughout the summer and into fall, the 
project’s drainage work continued. We expect to 
finish this by completing the paving and 
landscaping during the summer of 2005. 


We were able to finish phase two of the Cricket 
Hill Road drainage project by adding four catch 
basins and eleven hundred feet of culvert pipe. 
This included a two inch overlay in the disturbed 
area. 


The remaining piping should be finished prior to July 2005. 


An appointed committee now oversees the federally mandated “Stormwater II” program. Every 
spring, we are required to submit a progress report on the five year plan (we are now in year 
three) with the Environmental Protection Agency. The town must submit a Construction Storm 
Water Pollution Prevention Plan (SWPPP) every time one or more acres are disturbed. 


We continue following best management practices by limiting the amount of winter materials 
used on town roads. Each spring or early summer all catch basins are cleaned, approximately 
twenty-five percent of the roads are vacuum swept by hired contractors, and the balance are 
swept to the road edge with town equipment. Stormwater regulations require additional annual 
state and federal permits. 


Each year, routine maintenance improvements are performed on our roads. In addition, some 
roads require re-design or improvements that may include additional drainage, change in layout, 
or culvert replacement. These projects are usually outside of the normal maintenance funding, 
and require us to prioritize and address these roads over time. Examples of previous projects are; 
Brimstone Hill Road, Cricket Hill Road, and the intersection of Thornton Ferry II at Boston Post. 
An upcoming example is the proposed changes to Highland Drive. 


Highland Drive Potential Changes 


The cul-de-sac on Highland Drive fails existing Planning Board requirements, its grade 
percentage is far greater than what is allowed today, and road angle makes for a difficult winter 
environment for town equipment. After an engineering review, in conjunction with the advice of 
the Amherst Road Commission, it was determined that replacing the cul-de-sac, with a “hammer 
head” turnaround higher up the hill was the most cost effective option. Warrant Article # 16 
appears on this year’s ballot to allow a downgrade of this cul-de-sac to allow for this road 
improvement while retaining the Town’s ownership of the cul-de-sac land. 
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Solid Waste 


In late summer of 2003 the Amherst Board of Selectmen appointed a Solid Waste Task Force. 
These interested and dedicated members are also facility users and may be your neighbors. Their 
charge was to evaluate the manner in which the Town of Amherst disposes of solid waste. 


Areas included in the evaluation were the transfer station (physical layout, condition, type, and 
amount of equipment currently in use, number of employees required) types of solid waste 
accepted, how the different kinds of waste are disposed of, trends in the amounts and kinds of 
waste disposed of, trends in the cost of waste disposal and cost implications of any changes 
recommended. ' 


Oftentimes frustrated users comment “well why can’t you just open up another packer?” The 
Amherst trash stream has grown at an annual rate of 4.88% yet the facility itself has seen few 
changes. It is common to completely fill three or four forty-yard trash boxes and partially fill a 
couple more on a Saturday. Surprisingly, there is a strategy worked out through years of 
experience. The hauling contractor must come in and swap boxes out in the middle of the day, 
adding to the traffic confusion and the cost of doing business. Opening them all up could result 
in them all being full at the same time with maybe no truck to swap out, increasing the logjam. 


The Solid Waste Task Force, the Director 
of Public Works, and the facility 
employees ask your support on warrant 
article 13. To minimize the overall tax 
impact, the facility change will be phased 
in slowly, utilizing internal DPW 
personnel. It will take several years to get 
where we want to be, but when 
completed, there will be streamlined 
recycling capabilities and larger capacity 
trash equipment. Improved recycling will 
generate a direct payback on these 
proposed changes. 


Continued increases in solid waste without a corresponding rise in Recycling, has long-term 
negative economic consequences. 


Composting at the Landfill 
For the last two years, yard waste was processed into usable composted loam for use by Public 


Works on various construction projects. We now have sufficient quantities in reserve to offer this 
processed product on to the public currently at ten dollars ($10) per ton.

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Town Buildings 


Under the direction of the Town Administrator and Board of Selectmen, there has been a larger 
focus on Town buildings and their overall maintenance and upkeep. Formally, outside 
contractors performed all the work, but we have created a balance of internal work, and outside 
contracts to keep up with the increasing building demands. Instead of merely reacting to a 
problem when something breaks or goes wrong, the department has taken preventative measures 
and is working to correct existing issues and problems. There is still much to do but the 
maintenance on our eight town buildings is improving. 


Dispatch Center Example: The new dispatch center room at the Police building required 
several offices to be renovated by Public Works employees. Wiring upgrades, backup emergency 
generator improvements, and carpet installations were all supervised by Public Works staff. The 
project was completed on-time with significant savings to the Town. 


Ongoing Projects: 


The biggest challenge is the Amherst Town Hall due to its age and condition, but with the last 
major interior phase proposed in FY 06 should address most of the remaining issues. Currently, 
Town Hall staff is tightly squeezed into one half of the first floor while construction continues on 
the other half. With the balance of internal staff and external contracts, along with the assistance 
of State of New Hampshire Hillsborough County Correctional crews, demolition and renovations 
of the first floor are ongoing. I want to thank both residents and town hall staff for their 
continued cooperation and diligence during this period. 


Both Central and South Fire Stations had at least one furnace replaced this year. Unfortunately in 
our throwaway society, parts for twenty five year old furnaces are difficult or impossible to find. 
The silver lining here is in both applications we were also able to make upgrades in the systems. 


With the assistance and cooperation of the Library Director and Library Trustees, the Public 
Works Department oversaw furnace improvements and building maintenance. 


Dedication: 


A year ago, the Amherst Department of 
Public Works dedicated the highway office 
expansion and employee break room to 
retired Director Richard G. Crocker. Mr. 
Crocker ran the Amherst Department of 
Public Works for forty years adjusting and 
improving the Amherst way of life along the 
way. The Town of Amherst was very 
fortunate to have such a dedicated leader 
and individual. 
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Town Commons 


Our commons are improving, and there is a certain satisfaction on any summer day looking 
across the Commons and observing their active use. They even drew the attention of 
Congressman Bass who picked Amherst’s common for his recent political ad. With the 
cooperation of the Amherst Department of Recreation, the turf on all commons was aerated. 


We completed the third and final Common wide treatment of the Shaffer Beatle, a little grub 
worm that attacks grass root structures. Our Commons are used by many residents, and it is 
often difficult to find an appropriate time to treat the commons, but we place warning signs at 
each entrance to inform you when the commons are treated. 


For the last four years, Charlie Duval has mowed and leaf vacuumed the Commons. Charlie has 
had a long relationship with Amherst Public Works and I am very appreciative of his hard work. 
To supplement the common maintenance, we are fortunate to be able to utilize the State of New 
Hampshire Hillsborough County Correctional crews to clean up in both the Spring and the Fall.

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AMHERST EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


The purpose of Emergency Management is to prepare the Town for major emergencies, 
either natural or man-made, which occur on an occasional basis. 


Due to the increased activity of incidents and threats against our local and national 
security, Amherst Emergency Management has pursued and obtained a number of 
different grants through both the State of New Hampshire and our Nation’s Office of 
Homeland Security. These grants will allow us to better plan for, respond to, and operate 
at, major incidents that affect the community. 


One area we have been, and continue to be addressing is radio interoperability between 
all the Town’s emergency services departments. Part of the grant funding we have 
received is being used to improve, enhance and expand our current emergency services 
radio interoperability capability. 


At this time we are in the final stages of updating the community’s Emergency 
Operations Plan. The update will bring the Plan in line with State and National formats, 
allowing for a better integration of response agencies, both local and beyond, should we 
need to utilize the Plan. 


We will continue to pursue programs that will allow us to better prepare our community 
for incidents that have a widespread or long term effect, and the ability to respond to and 
minimize those effects.

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AMHERST FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Town is fortunate to be served by a Department that is primarily made up of paid-on- 
call personnel. Not only does this group of individuals handle emergency response to fire, 
rescue and hazardous materials incidents in the community, in addition to their fulltime 
jobs, they also average two evenings per month for Department meetings and training, as 
well as additional time devoted to obtaining higher levels of certification, attending 
continuing education classes, and hosting community events such as breakfasts at the 
Central Fire Station. 


In 2004 the members of South Station under the direction of Captain Brian Disco and 
Lieutenant Paul Labrosse collectively performed hundreds of hours of volunteer time to 
remodel the living space at South Station. Prior to their work there was a small room that 
contained a few chairs and an old television in the back corner of the station. The 
firefighters had the desire to create a more usable living and office space, one that could 
also be used as a training and meeting room. One wall of the old room was removed and 
then they built a wall that extends the width of the station closing off the back of the 
station from the apparatus bay. They also laid down a tile floor, hung a new door and 
window, painted the walls and remodeled the bathroom. A lot of material for this project 
was donated through connections that different people had. This work was performed 
over the course of several months. They would stop by on nights and weekends when 
they had time to work on this project. 


The Department completed several major purchases that were made possible through the 
$175,000 FIRE ACT grant that was awarded by FEMA in December of 2003. We 
purchased new forestry and structural protective clothing for all members of the 
Department, a new breathing air compressor, a new washer/extractor for the cleaning of 
the protective clothing and started the conversion and upgrade of our self-contained 
breathing apparatus. 


We also said goodbye to four longtime members of the Department. Peter Bergin, Tom 
Grella, Donald Lipkin and Christopher Whittaker all retired in 2004. Collectively they 
contributed over 114 years of service to the community with the Amherst Fire 
Department. 


At the close of 2004 Deputy Chief Matthew Conley was hired fulltime as the Fire 
Inspector to replace Jason Smedick who left the Department in October. In 2004 the 
Department conducted 544 inspections. Included are life safety inspections, site and 
building plans reviews, residential, propane, oil and woodstove/fireplace inspections, as 
well as public education in the schools 


The growth of the community is reflected in the increased number of incidents the 
Department responds to each year. In 2004 the Amherst Fire Department responded to 
482 incidents. This is approximately a 17.5% increase over the previous year’s 
responses.

Your local Forest Fire Warden John DeSilva, the Amherst Fire Department, and the State 
of New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands cooperate to reduce the risk of 
wildland fires in Amherst and the State of New Hampshire. To help us assist you, contact 
Forest Fire Warden John DeSilva or the Amherst Fire Department at 673-1545 to find out 
if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. A fire permit is required for all 
outside burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household 
waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the Amherst Fire Department or DES at 1-800- 
498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires 
diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For 
more information contact the Division of Forests & Lands (603) 271-2217, or online at 
www. nhdfl.org. 


This last year was fairly wet throughout the spring and summer months, however we 
finished the season with an active fall fire season. In order to meet an increased demand 
for services, the Forest Protection Bureau was reorganized into three regions with smaller 
Forest Ranger Districts and over the last several years we have added two Forest 
Rangers. The fifteen state fire towers were the first to report on many fires throughout the 
state and they completed many other projects on low fire danger days. The state 
implemented a program called Tower Quest to help citizens learn about the fire towers 
and the need to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. The United States celebrated 
Smokey Bear’s 60" birthday in 2004, and celebrations were held throughout the state. 
Please help Smokey Bear, the Amherst Fire Department and the state’s Forest Rangers by 
being fire smart and fire safe!

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Library Trustees Report 


Our very active children’s program continues to expand with a total attendance of over 
9700. Starting next January we will do an outreach program to the preschool children at 
nursery schools. 


For our adult Patrons we have implemented a Parkhurst Place Book Club and rotating 
library collection at Parkhurst as well as an on-line book club through the Library’s web 
page (www.amherst.lib.nh.us). The Reference Department expanded their number and 
variety of cultural and technology related programs for adults. These programs are 
informative and entertaining and support computer literacy in our community. Taking 
further advantage of the Internet, the Library now offers a 24/7 reference service called 
“Answers Here and Now”. We are able to offer this through GMILCS, the Greater 
Manchester Integrated Library Cooperative System, and a first year grant from the Saul 
O. Sidore Memorial Foundation. This service allows you to get answers to your reference 
questions day or night through the Library’s web site. Earlier this past year, we became 
one of the first libraries in the area to offer wireless Internet access to our patron who 
have a laptop computer with wireless capability. 


We continue to make the most use of the limited physical space in the Library. Some 
recent changes include the following: 


A Parent Resource Collection area has been started outside the Children’s Room. 
All of the materials related to parenting are now in this one, convenient area. This 
heavily used collection was made possible by a gift from the Friends of the 
Library for the shelving and additional books for the collection. 


New shelving has also been installed in the Boardman Reading room for the 
consolidated audio and video collections. Previously non-fiction videos were 
shelved by subject matter with books. Now all the video are shelved together as 
are all the books on tape and books on CDs. We continuing to add to our video 
collection with new DVDs and the audio CD-based collection. A printed list of 
new audio and videos is regularly updated and located next to the collections. 


The Reference area has been moved from the general circulation area to a 
separate desk which is called Information and Research. This allows our reference 
staff to better serve our patrons in a more dedicated and confidential manner with 
less distractions. At a table in font of the new Information and Research Desk, we 
have a “Homework Center” for students of all ages with school supplies such as 
staples, tape, pens and paper with “live assistance” just a step away. 


This year, we faced another difficult task of recruiting a new Library Director. Natasha 
Leonard Casteel, who joined the Library in September of 2003, had to relocate to Arizona 
this past September when her husband’s job was transferred to the southwest. Natasha 
continued to work as a virtual director from Arizona using the telephone and the Internet 
until we hired a new Director, Amy Lapointe from the Hooksett Library in January. 
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Amherst Communications Infrastructure Committee 


The Board of Selectmen appointed the Amherst Communications Infrastructure Committee 
(ACIC) on July 15, 2002. Since that time the committee has worked in five strategic areas: 


1. Communication Services for Residents: 
To promote successful relationships with high quality providers of competitive, 
secure, and reliable Cable TV, Internet, and Wireless Communications services to 
Amherst residents. 
2004 Results: Adelphia remains the dominant provider of broadband services to 
almost every household in town. A small number of residences that do not meet 
Adelphia’s criteria for receiving service remain unserved, and the committee 
continues to work with Adelphia to seek a resolution for these homes. Verizon has 
expanded its DSL offering to more locations in town, but has not committed to 
universal coverage. A private group proposing FTTH (fiber to the home) 
throughout the town has maintained contact with the committee, and prospects 
appear to be improving, but no firm plans are in place as yet. 


2. Public, Educational, Government Access 
To enable local public access to the production of and broadcast of Amherst 
activities and meetings as well as other electronic “communities” that may develop 
in the future. 
2004 Results: Progress was made in selecting equipment, but lack of prior 
experience in the committee, and coordinating with Town Hall renovations, 
prevented implementation in 2004. Design is now complete, and we anticipate 
initiating service in 2005. 


3. Support of Economic Growth 
To meet the needs of existing businesses and home offices, and to attract new 
businesses into Amherst by promoting successful relationships with high quality 
suppliers to provide a competitive, secure and reliable business class 
communications infrastructure both now and in the future. 
2004 Results: Business-class internet service is available to all commercial and 
industrial areas of town. The remaining concern is for home-based business usage 
in areas where cable broadband is either unavailable or unsuited to specific needs, 
and DSL is unavailable. 


4. Support of the Selectmen 
To advise the Board of Selectmen on all regulatory, contractual, technological and 
competitive matters regarding the communications infrastructure of Amherst. 
2004 Results: The Adelphia cable franchise expires in July 2006, and the 
committee is advising the Board of Selectmen in the renewal process. A public 
hearing on community needs was held in February 2004. 


5. Forward Looking 
To continually evaluate new developments in communications technology and 
recommend options to the Selectmen for incorporation into our infrastructure. 
2004 Results: The committee is following with interest developments in high-speed 
wireless service, broadband over power lines, and Verizon’s fiber to the 
neighborhood/curb/home plans. Fiber to the home appears to be the most likely to 
be deployed first in Amherst, but no concrete plans are in place from any provider 
as yet. 
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The committee website is accessible from the Town home page, or directly at 
http://www.amherstnh.gov/communications/. This web page contains agendas 
for upcoming meetings, complete minutes of meetings, answers to Frequently 
Asked Questions, and other information. 

CIC meetings are usually held on the second and fourth Tuesday of the month. All 
CIC meetings are open to the public. Please consult the website for the 
meeting times, places, and agendas. 
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Town Report 2004-05 
Cemetery Trustee Report 


Seasonal and full-time staff from the 
Department of Public Works 
removed the rotted picket fence from 
in front of Meadowview Cemetery. 
They prepared the granite posts and 
constructed horizontal 4x4 style 
fencing to match the historic Town 
Common. 


In future budgets we will be 
replacing the chain link 
“bittersweet” covered fence along 
Christian Hill Road with horizontal 
fencing that will include a recessed 
gate on the tool house access road. 


Improvements were made to the grounds using fertilizer, lime, sod, and composted loam 
by seasonal staff with assistance from the State of New Hampshire Hillsborough County 
Correctional crews. We are fortunate to have their help. Many trees and shrubs were 
trimmed or removed. 


The Cemetery Trustees and Amherst Board of Selectmen have agreed and defined a 
delineation point between the old cemetery and the town hall. 


Cemetery rules and regulations are posted on the town webpage, www.amherstnh. gov 
click Department, choose Public Works and then select “Cemetery”. 


With the cooperation from State of New Hampshire Fish and Game, Cemetery Fields the 
future home of Forestview Cemetery, has a new Kiosk. Pertinent information on the 
nesting and migration habits of the Grasshopper Sparrow will be posted from time to time 
on the Kiosk. 


Burials after 1934 are now computer listed in our cemetery records management 
program. Research and questions should be directed to the Public Works office. 


We wish to thank various town boards, volunteer committees, and town employees for 
their assistance during the previous year. 
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Conservation Commission 


The Amherst Conservation Commission manages town properties acquired by 
donation and town warrant then set aside for conservation purposes. We make 
recommendations on dredge and fill applications to the State Wetlands Board. 
We attempt to maintain rural values in the community and conserve wildlife, 
habitat and water quality. The ACC meets monthly on the second Sunday of the 
month at 7:00 PM in the Town Hall. The public is welcome. 


There were no conservation land acquisitions this year — open land is becoming 
more scarce, developments are becoming larger and commanding higher prices. 
Our work this year emphasized preparations to meet the need for more open 
space along with good management of our holdings. 


Open Space Initiative: Our maior initiative this year is to convince the town to 
pass the bond article for acquiring open space. Last year the article was defeated 
by the slimmest of margins. This year the Selectmen helped with the heavy lifting 
by appointing an Open Space Acquisition Committee, a group of respected town 
citizens drawn from the town at large and from appropriate boards. They are 
charged with figuring out which acquisitions make the most sense and with 
landowner negotiations. This demonstrates commitment to meeting the town’s 
need for open space. They and the ACC are getting the word out on the 
advantages of open space and the bonding process in preparation for the 2004 
town vote. 


Land Management: We have become more procedural in our assessments of 
dredge and fill applications which frequently require Water Resource 
Management Plans. As the town builds out to its limits the encroachment on 
wetlands becomes more pronounced. The encroachment is managed by not 
allowing buffer penetration or, where there is a clear benefit, requiring 
engineering plans to ensure no pollutants will impact the buffer. At least five such 
plans were discussed and stringent conditions placed on the developments. In 
two or three other cases, very large and complex developments in the planning 
stage were forcefully commented on and recommendations made for water 
quality maintenance and open space use. 


Members of the ACC, associated organizations and individual volunteers 
conducted a number of initiatives to improve and make more accessible the town 
trails, lands and educational opportunities. Amherst now has the very valuable 
and readable Amherst Walk Book of the local trail system, written by our own 
Bruce Beckley who also finds time to write the periodical Conservation and More 
column in the Amherst Citizen. Bill Wichman and SHS volunteers strengthened 
the banks and broken stairs at the Souhegan River Canoe Port after repeated 
vandalization. Friends of the Lindabury Orchard held a resoundingly successful 
Fall Cider Festival — it seemed like the whole town showed up (at least all the 
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pre-schoolers). Trails on the Hazeltine Community Preserve on Austin Road 
were extended and rebuilt by our steward Dave Gagne and NEMBA volunteers. 
Dave Belak hand-built many benches and placed them in conspicuous spots 
around our trail system. Girl Scout Troop 66 made improvements to the Ross 
Bird Sanctuary. Our booth at the Fourth of July had the largest attendance ever. 
A small but important thing we do is to hay off four fields to keep them free of 
trees and maintained as open meadows. We thank all the leaders and volunteers 
who improved the town conservation lands for everyone. 


Conservation Education: The Peabody Mill Environmental Center at Joe 
English is the ACC’s centerpiece facility for conservation education. We have 
taken the first steps to make the PMEC a separate self-funding town department 
with its own Board so that it can participate in the standards and business 
practices of the town government. Rich Hart revised the town web site, including 
the ACC portion. 


If you are interested in pursuing conservation values and projects in town, 
consider becoming a commissioner by contacting the Town Administrator.

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HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION REPORT 


The Historic District Commission currently consists of five members and 
five alternates, all of whom are appointed by the Board of Selectmen. In addition, 
there is one ex officio voting member each from the Board of Selectmen and the 
Planning Board. The Commission meets the third Thursday of every month and 
is charged by ordinance with the responsibility of reviewing all applications for 
Certificates of Approval for any exterior changes, renovations or additions to 
properties located within the District. Applications to be reviewed by the 
Commission are due in the Zoning Office at the close of business twenty-one 
days prior to the meeting date. This allows the agenda to be posted, placed on 
the Town web page and also allows for abutter notification. 


In early 1991, Historic District Commission “Guidelines” were completed, 
reviewed by Town Counsel, and placed in the Town Library along with the 
reference material the Commission used in drawing up the guidelines. This 
reference material includes the Secretary of the Interior's “Standards for 
Rehabilitation - Guidelines for Rehabilitating Historic Buildings” as well as 
“Preserving Community Character” which is published by the New Hampshire 
Association of Historic District Commissions. Both manuals are excellent 
sources of information and are especially important if one contemplates making 
changes to an historic house. Copies of the Commission’s Guidelines are also 
on file in the Town Hall Zoning Office. In addition to these resources the library’s 
books relating to preservation and restoration have been updated and added to 
over the past two years. The Historic District Commission encourages all 
homeowners to avail themselves of these excellent resources. 


This year the Commission dealt with requests for renovations, signage, 
fencing, tree removal, and new construction, As we work to render fair and 
reasonable decisions to the applicants while maintaining the very characteristics 
which make the Historic District unique we spend a good deal of time reviewing 
our Design Guidelines and Rules of Procedure for clarity and consistency. We 
continue to look for ways to make them clear, fair, and consistent. 


We keep in close contact with the Heritage Commission and expect to 
work with them on the survey of the town. This will assist everyone in 
maintaining structures and open spaces. We also work closely with the Public 
Works Department on issues relating to the Village.

Establish partnerships with individuals, schools, local businesses, Town boards and organizations 
who share like interests in the preservation and conservation of the town’s heritage resources

Initiated discussions with multiple town organizations and offices in forming a Town of Amherst

Project Updat 


Parker Farm Corn Crib - Successfully completed the restoration of a historic circa 1860 corn crib 
on Baboosic Road. Worked with community organizations and private donors to raise funds to 
cover the cost of materials. The work was performed by the North Bennet Street School 
preservations carpentry department. The corn crib, once part of the old Parker farm, was deeded an 
easement from a local developer to the building and surrounding land that gave rights to the town 
to “maintain, repair, improve and otherwise preserve, protect and care for the Corncrib.” The Corn 
Crib is one of only a handful of similar farm structures to survive in New Hampshire.

posting of the colors by the 5" Regiment New Hampshire Volunteers; a memorable glimpse into 
19" century Amherst life by professional historical impersonator, Sharon Woods, who portrayed 
Mrs. Betsey Phelps, an Amherst resident of the time of the Brick School’s founding and mother of 
Sgt Charles Phelps who died from wounds received at the Battle of Gettysburg; selections from the 
Town Band; special presentation of an original Brick School watercolor to the Superintendent of 
Schools; personal reminiscences from those attending the Brick School; singing of “Auld Lang 
Syne”, and a cake cutting ceremony honoring the oldest and youngest persons attending the Brick 
School. After the ceremony, attendees were invited into the Brick School Community Room for 
refreshments and the viewing of a collection of memorabilia from years past of the Brick School.

c. Town Hall- Old Burial Ground Landscaping — Worked with the Historic District Commission to 
develop a landscape design to enhance the exterior of the Town Hall. Design plan was presented to 
and approved by the Board of Selectmen. Phase 1 will entail initial plantings and hard 
landscapings to cover the transformer. Phase 2 will provide grass and granite curbing six feet in 
front of the existing fence to preserve the area. The Commission has worked with town 
organizations to secure funds to reduce overall expenses to the Town Hall project. 


d. Historic Resources Survey — Initial plans to conduct a town-wide survey to record and document 
all historic resources. Examples of historic resources may include: houses, barns, stonewalls, 
bridges, etc. The commission has submitted applications for grants and has received private 
donations for supplies, photography equipment, and recording media that will be used for 
accurately documenting and archiving our historic resources. The commission will be looking for 
private donations and support in conducting the survey in 2005.

PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board has been very busy this year, as increased property values seem to 
have triggered a new round of subdivision and development. As always the Board 
struggles to balance the rights and needs of landowners, abutters and the Town. Changing 
land use law at the state level also impacts our planning process. 


Several applications have been made under the newly created Conditional Use Permit 
process, but none has yet been completed. The Board continues to believe that this tool 
will facilitate better planning for the long-term benefit of both developers and the Town. 
We have also seen construction of some major projects approved in previous years, 
allowing us to assess the results of our reviews and evaluate where we have done well, 
and where improvements can be made. 


Members of the Planning Board have worked on the Capital Improvements Plan (CIP) 
Committee, which submitted an interim report to the Selectmen in January. This 
Committee continues to work toward release of a complete 10-year plan in 2005. Other 
members of the Planning Board have worked as a subcommittee to develop a schedule of 
impact fees, following the approval of a new Impact Fee ordinance last March. These two 
projects are dovetailed, as the CIP gives direction to the development of Impact Fees and 
Impact Fees may be a method of paying for some of the anticipated capital 
improvements. 


Finally, the Master Plan is due for revision this year. A process of review of the existing 
plan has begun. The Board anticipates asking for input from the Town in the form of 
surveys and forums, as we ascertain the desires of the townspeople for the future of the 
community and attempt to capture them in the Master Plan. 


Members of the Planning Board are all volunteers, and it is a significant commitment of 
time and effort. I am very grateful for all that our Board members have put in over the 
past year, and encourage citizens with an interest in the future of the Town to volunteer to 
serve on this Board.

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Amherst Zoning Board of Adjustment Report 


Throughout 2004 the Zoning Board of Adjustment met monthly to hear and rule 
on applications from Amherst citizens requesting relief from the express terms of the 
zoning ordnance. In addition the board conducted special meetings to discuss matters 
relating to recommend changes to the Amherst Zoning Ordinance and to amend the ZBA 
rules of procedure so that the rules complied with state law. 


The ZBA prepared and adopted a manual for use by the board members, town 
administrators and the public. The manual includes subjects such as rules of procedure, 
conflict of interest law, the state right to know law, and copies of appropriate state 
statutes and New Hampshire Supreme Court decisions. A copy of the manual is located 
in the Zoning Administrator’s office and is available for the public and applicants to 
review. 


The ZBA recommended to the Planning Board changes to a number of zoning 
ordnances that were in conflict with state law. In addition the board recommended that 
the planning board make changes in the Reduced Frontage Ordinance and the Home 
Occupation Ordinance.

Transportation 


NRPC as the designated Metropolitan Planning Organization (MPO) for the region is responsible 
for developing and maintaining the region’s transportation planning program. This includes 
soliciting, prioritizing and making recommendations on regional and local transportation 
projects that are funded through Federal or State sources. NRPC is responsible for developing 
the region’s portion of the State’s Transportation Improvement Program (STIP), maintaining the 
regional traffic model, and performing required air quality analyses. In addition, NRPC MPO 
funds are used to provide municipal technical assistance on transportation issues.

Coordinated the Transportation and Community and Systems Preservation (TCSP) pilot 
program for the town. This project will result in plans to improve the transportation-land 
use interface throughout the Town of Amherst, including access management, site 
development guidelines and safety planning. In this program, NRPC will also prepare 
pedestrian, bicycle and transit plans, as well as a traffic study of priority intersections in the 
Town of Amherst. 


Conducted traffic counts as part of NHDOT HPMS traffic counting program. 
Conducted bi-monthly meetings of the Phase II Stormwater Coalitions. 


Geographic Information Systems (GIS) 


The GIS Staff at NRPC continues to maintain a diverse collection of spatial databases including 
local roads, real property parcels, zoning, land use, and environmental conditions. This data is 
applied extensively to provide mapping and analysis for local and/or regional projects. 


Completed regular maintenance tasks and performed updates to the regional GIS data, 
including digitizing new roads, parcels, protected lands, zoning changes, trails, social service 
or child care providers, land use and other baseline data for each community 


Mapped and analyzed trends relative to real estate transactions for the year to maintain a tool 
for monitoring sales trends. 


Prepared and/or disseminated Census 2000 data in GIS format for local or regional reports 
Addressed numerous mapping needs from the town officials and the public

2. Recreation Commission-the Recreation Commission will be re-organized to 
identify the recreational needs in town and determine the facilities necessary to 
accommodate those needs. They will recommend a cost structure, a capital 
improvement plan, and develop a scheduling process that equitably addresses the 
scheduling of available recreational facilities for all represented programs and 
activities. 

3. Bean Property Fields-will be developed to provide much needed outdoor space 
and will allow us to rest overused fields resulting in safer playing surfaces for 
youth sports.

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Peabody Mill Environmental Center Report for 2004 


The Peabody Mill Environmental Center, sponsored by the Amherst 
Conservation Commission, has had a very productive year. Our programs, both 
in and out of the schools, served over 8,700 people this year. The Hartshorn 
Summer Program had to decrease the number of classes offered due to lack of 
building space, but still served 468 students over six weeks. SHS students 
volunteered over 931 hours as Hartshorn program assistants. The weekly adult 
art classes were well attended at Parkhurst Place. Snowshoeing was poor this 
year since snow conditions were not great most of the season, but the winter 
walkers group led by Barb & Gerry Wilkins were out in force. The PMEC 
continues its contract working monthly September through May with most 
classes at Clark, Wilkins, and the Mont Vernon Village School. We offered 
classes both in their school setting and in the “outdoor classroom” that surrounds 
us. 


Small improvements were made to the foundation of the new addition but 
we were unable to complete the building due to lack of funding. With the help of 
the Amherst Highway Department, the new turn around was completed. Dave 
Doyle came onboard as our volunteer architect and will supervise the completion 
of the addition. Kay May, a member of the Advisory Committee, spearheaded a 
sub-committee who worked tirelessly on fundraising for us this year. 


The PMEC has many valuable volunteers who continue to help with the 
Hartshorn Summer Program, attend to the nature museum on weekends, rent 
snowshoes, lead hikes and other classes, and complete needed projects. They 
put in well over 5,000 total volunteer hours this year. The part-time paid director 
and the naturalist assistant revamped museum exhibits and reorganized the 
limited storage space while trying to keep up with the ever increasing program 
demands on them. The PMEC received numerous donations from individuals 
and organizations for our capital campaign. We also received grant money from 
the Amy Kayser Memorial Fund and the Amherst Juniors to sponsor the first 
Nature Spooktacular, which was held in October at SHS. 644 children and adults 
attended this event. District science teachers volunteered their time to run the 
booths on some of nature’s unloveable creatures. We hope to make this an 
annual event. 


At the suggestion of the Selectmen and the ACC, efforts are now 
underway to make the PMEC its own Town department. 


We were sorry to have to say goodbye this year to a valuable member of 


our advisory board, as he moved from Amherst. Jim Shildneck has been an 
active volunteer at the center since its beginnings and we all will miss him.

The meeting was called to order by Moderator Robert Schaumann on 
Wednesday, February 4, 2004 at 7:00 PM at Souhegan High School. 
88 voters checked in. 
Moderator Schaumann introduced the selectmen in attendance, 
Chairman Jay Dinkel, Marilyn Peterman, Robert Heaton, and Bruce 
Bowler. 
The department heads who attended the meeting were introduced, 
Chief Gary Macguire, police, Chief John Dasilva fire, Natasha 
Leonard, library, and Bruce Berry, highway. 
The Ways and Means Committee members were Anne Logan, Pixie 
Lown, Richard Dyer, Linda Kayser, and 
Mr. Dyer and Ann Logan had completed 4 years on the committee 
and Ted Krantz had been on it for 3 years. 
Selectman Steve Desmarais arrived. Selectman Dinkel stated that he 
had been on the board for 6 years and was not seeking re-election.
